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This is a decision on the petition under the unavoidable provisions of 37 CFR 1.137(a), 
filed August 5, 2009, to revive the above-identified application, which is being treated as a 
petition under 37 CFR 1.181, requesting withdrawal of the holding of abandonment in the 
above-identified application. 

A review of the record shows that a decision by the Board of Appeals and Interference was 
mailed on July 7, 2009, which set a two month (2) shortened statutory period for reply. 
Accordingly, a reply was due on or before September 7, 2009. Accordingly, the Notice of 
Abandonment was premature because statutory period for reply was not expired. 

The petition satisfies the requirements of 37 CFR 1.8(b). Accordingly, the holding of abandonment for 
failure to timely file a reply to the decision by the Board of Appeals and Interference of July 7, 2009 is 
hereby withdrawn and the application restored to pending status.
